my Humiliation, O then the dreadful Judgmenr 
was taken aaway, and the Book of Lite was opened 
unto me: and the Lord ſpake comfortably ro me, 
1 have loud thee with an Everlaſting Live, and I 
was made a Chriſtian through a Day of Vengeance 
and of burning as an Oven; and the haughtmeſs 
and Pride of Man in me was brought low. Now 
' In this conformity to Chriſt's Death, People may

Away with all 
your own Wills, and your Pride, and Havghtineſs, 
and your Hypocriſie, and Deceic, and all depend- 
ancy upon any qualification of your own; you 
mult come to have your Life f{eperated from you 
+ elle you will all periſh. Thoſe that will die with 
 , Chriſt, and be willing to die for him, he is revealed 
| as a Saviour to them- He was before us in the 
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Days of his fleſh, and complyed with his Father's 
Will, he was Nailed to the Croſs. The Son of 
God when he was come to the depth of his uffer- 
ings, what was his cry, 24y God, My God, Why haſt 
thou forſaken me? This was for thy ſake, and my 
ſake, and every Man and Woman's ſake that do 
believe in him ; he drank the Cup which his Fa- 
ther gave him to drink; If it was d:ne thus to the 
Green Tree, What ſhall be done unto the Dry? He 
went before us, and when he cometh again he will 
take us to himſelf, and take us from the filth of 
Sin, that we may be made New Creatures.

in thee; The Holy Ghoſt will deſtroy, and burn up 
nothing in thee, but that which will bring an E- 
ternal fire upon thy Soul, ſhew me thou whom 
my Soul Loveth, where is the Path of Life, the 
footſteps of the Flock, of thy-Companions, Why 
ſhould I be as one that goes aſide z Now every. one 
that lives at home in the boſom of ſelf take this 


with you, though you profeſs the truth and live in 


an outward conformity thereunto, - yet if you ſe- 


cretly indulge your corrupt wills, and live a Fleſh-: 


pleaſing Liſe, and conſult with Fleſh and Blood,and 
are not rent off from your Luſts, you cannot enjoy 
the Lord of Life; While I am at home in the body 
1. am abſent from the Lord. 

The body af Sin is as a Loadſtone to draw you 
from the Life of God, and from Glorying in the 
Croſs of Chriſt 5 This is fleſh and blood, and fieſb 
and blood tannot inherit the Kingdom of God, For che 
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Lord's ſake, for your Soul's ſake, and for the ſake 
of your Eternal Happineſs, put not off this work, 
but perſue it, and it will be perfected, See how 
Chriſt is revealed in you by the Holy Ghoſt, and with 
fire, God will Redeem you by the Spirit of Fudgment 
and burning; It is not ranging abroad with your 
minds, but you muſt know Chriſt is in you except 
you be Reprobates; If he hath ſet your Eyes and 
Hearts upon himſelf, and made you to Water your 
Couch with your Tears, If he hath broken your ſleep, 
fo as you' have cry'd out, I ſhall be damned and ne- 
ver-come to Salvation ; ( This will be your cry, it 
was once my cry,) O let not your Eyes ſlumber, 
nor your Eye-lids, take any reſt til] you be ſure the 
Lord is your God If you find theſe Qualifications 
you are on your way, otherwiſe you will be like a 
deceitful Bow, and never abide in Judgment ; If 
you reje& the Counſel of God againſt your ſelves, 
and refuſe to be Crucified with Chriſt, and to be 
Baptized with his Baptiſm, you will never have 
Life 3 But by his Baptiſm, and through the Hea- 
venly operation of his Spirit, if thou haſt Faith 
in Chriſt's name, thou ſhalt be Married to him 
in Everlaſting Righteouſneſs, Salvation ſhall be 
brought to us, and Eternal Life be beſtowed upon 
us, even that Life that is hid with Chriſt in God, 
he will give to every poor mournful Soul that ſub- 
mits to his bleſſed will, and believeth in the Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt; This is not a faith of our own 
making, nor a Garment of our own Embroydery, 
but that which the Lord hath given to us, O happy 
Man or Woman, that obtainelt this gift of God! 
O! Who will not loſe their lives for this Everlaſt- 
ing Life >» Who will not die for this Eternal Life ? 


Now the matter lyes in the Death of your own 
Wills, when you haye done the will of God ,

then watch that your own wills be lain, and that 
your curſed ſelf take not the Jewels of God, and 
his Bracelets and Ornaments, and beſtow them up- 
on ſelf, and Paint and Deck curſed felf. and rake 
not the Members of Chriſt, and make them the 
Members of an Harlot; If you be dead to your 
own walls, you are riſen with Chriſt. and ſhall re- 
ceive a ReſurreRion to Ecernal Life, Crucifie (elf, 
and fer the World at naught, and trample upon ir, 
and all things of it, and count them as droſs and 
dung in compariſon of Chriſt, that the Father hath 
revealed to be our Life in the days of our Sorrow 
and Mourning, in the day of our calamity, in the 
day when we cryed our hope is loſt. 

Thus it hath been with the Holieſt People on 
Earth; it is not by works of righteouſneſs of thy 
own that thou canſt be ſaved, Chriſt comes to cut 
all theſe down, that thou mayſt be Ingrafted into 
him, and juſtified by his Grace. Do not make this 
matter of Talk, and ſay I have heard this and that, 
but look into you own hearts, and ſee what Hea- 
venly workings are there ; What there is of the 
Power of the Lord Jeſus that hath made you to 
Joath this World, and the inordinate Love of the 
Creature, that you may enjoy all theſe things as if 
you Enjoyed them not , We cannot when we are 
ſlain and Crucified to this World but ſay my life 
is in Chriſt, when we come to aſcribe nothing to 
our ſelves, and all to Chriſt here is a bleſſed Har- 
mony, - broken Hearts, melted Spirits, and yet 
joyful Souls 5 poor Creatures thar- were mournin 
and fighing, and crying before the Lord in retire 
places, and yer rejoycing in Chriſt Jeſus, I am riſen 
wich Chriſt, I ſaid my hope is cur off, I will lye 
down in thy will O God ; do what thou wilt with 
me, it is in thy Soveraign pleaſure and -— ft, 
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whether thou give me life or deny it to me : There 
muſt be a reſignation of our ſelves to the will of 
God, it was to with the Lord Jeſus, and it is fo 
with every true Saint of God, you muſt be hum- 
bled as little Children before jndgment be taken 
away, and the loving kindnels of God ſealed up to 
your Souls; if you ſeek this work of God you will 
find it, if you ſeek it upon your Beds, in all your 
Labours and concernments, in all your Stations and 
Relations; if you prels after the new Birth, you 
muſt uſe this World, as if you. uſed it not and 
live a Married life, as if you were Un-married, for 
the faſhion of this of World paſſeth away. This 
is not Rantiſm. 

But let me te!l you,a New World comes by Re- 
generation, a Man is not lifted up in his own mind, 
bur laid low in his own Eyes, he waits for the 
Wiſdom of God to govern him, and he is as a 
Steward of the Grace of God, to give to them that 
ſtand-in need, when a Man is regenerated and 
born again, he is as contented with Bread and Wa- 
ter, as with all the enjoyments of this World ; 
what is the matter? His own will is gone, and put 
down under his feet, and whatſoever it is that 
gives life to all his vain defires and Aﬀections 3 
there is a Harmony of all within, a Man praiſing of 
God, and blefiing his Holy Name, there are no 
Intanglements ſhall draw away the Heart from ſer- 
ving of God, and ſeeking his Glory ; and if God 
ſhall call the Husband from the Wife, or the 
Wife from the Husband, for the Glory of his 
Name, there is no whining and complaining, and 
crying out but giving them up, and a praiſing and 
blefling God when they are called to ſuch an exer- 
cile, and if they are not called to that then they ſer 
their Hearts to gloritie God in their ſeveral places 
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and ſtations; then they have a full content in a 
bleſſed reſignation; Here their Wills are ſlain 
but they praiſe God they have no defire, but 
Lord thy will be done, always praiſing God,always 
having the fear, and the glory of God before their 
Eyes. All the miſchief is hatched in pleaſing 
mens own Wills : That is, the Counſel of every 
Heart that Chriſt doth not govern, Will you live 
as the Qzakers, then you muſt live contemptibly, 
the Miſtriſs and Maid are Hail-feliow well met ; 
No, every one muſt walk in humility, and live in 
2cquaintance with the God of Heaven, ſhe that is 
wrought upon by the ſame Spirit, muſt with all 
dilizence behave her ſelf as becomes a Servant of 
the Lord. Here is now a. New World. and the 
faſhions of the Old World are gone, all Pride, 
Haughtineſs, Croſneſs, and Trampling upon one 
another are all gone, all ſlain, through the opera- 
tion of Chriſt, 

_ What remains now, Chriſt is in me, and we 
Qre all one in him ; Chriſt laid down his Life for 
thee and me; Now he reigns in me, and he hath 
prepared my body to die for the truth, as his pre- 
pared body was laid down for my Sin. It is a kind 
of Fooliſh Profeſſion to make Profeflion of Chriſt 
and live in Covetouſneſs, Profaneneſs, Sen(uality 
and the like ; they that are come to this Heaven- 
ly Birth ſeek the things that are above, thou canſt 
do no other 5 Make the Tree 2004 and the Fruit will 
be good. You muſt be Ingrafred into che Vine of 
Gods righteouſneſs, O ! {light not the Day of your 
Viſitation, What was ic to me to read of any being 
born again, till I was ſlain, and knew the Heaven- 
ly Baptiſm of Chriſt Jeſus > Till I ſaw the Fla- 
ming Sword ready to {lay me in every way, - in 
eyery turning- The Light of Chriſt convinced 
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me of Sin, and his Righteouſne(s juſtified me, and 
thoſe Works were abominable to me that hindred 
my Souls paſſage to Chriſt; Chriſt Jeſus in 
Marrying my Soul to himſelt ſeized upon me, 
and did work effectually in me ; There is the Teſti- 
mony of Chriſt in me, he hath Sealed up my Soul 
to the Day of my Redemption, here 1s a certain paſlage, 
and a certain way which never any mils of that loſe 
their Lives for Chriſt : If you be not ready and 
willing to loſe your Lives for Chriſt, you ſhall 
never come here; The Gate is ſtrait and the way 
is narrow; none. come hither but thoſe that die 
into an Heavenly Oneneſs with Chriſt. O Friends 
let us empty our ſelves that Chriſt may fill us, 
let us be nothing in our own Eyes that we may 
be all in him, and receive of his fulneſs. 

Now I commend you to God's Witneſs, that 
you may remember what hath been ſpoken among 
you, but conlider, if you do not harken to it, it 
will follow you, and be a plague to you to all E» 
ternity ; if you will not yield up your ſelves to 
Chriſt this day that burns like an Oven, this Fire 
you muſt dwell with when out of the Body, 
there will be no quenching of this Fire for ever 5 
but if you be ſo wile for your Souls as to reſign 
your ſelves up to Chriſt, and come to him as little 
Children this will not hinder your Earthly con- 
cerns, though the World may account thee a Fool, 
yet thou haſt that part of Heavenly Wiſdom to do 
what thou doſt as unto God; thou carrieſt to thy 
Wife, as in the fight of God, that ſhe may be 
Sanctified to thee, and thou to her ; and thou car- 
rieſt becomingly to thy Children and Servants, 
and thou wilt abound in Grace and in} every good 
work which will be for thine + Eternal well- 
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O I beſeech you People, for the Lord's ſake 
wait for the light of Chriſt, to guide you, learn of | 
him to be meek and lowly, then happy are you, 
for he dwelleth with the humble, but he beholdeth the 
Proud afar off. This New Birth which is a true 
work, a ſincere and heavenly work, ic will make 
you for ever. O make room for Chriſt in your 
Hearts, or elſe he is never like to dwel] with you, 
he loveth to dwell with the poor and humble and 
contrite Spirit, he abhors the Proud , he will 
empty your Souls that he may fill them. 

And fo I commend you to God, I have been 
long held in durance under great weaknel(s; and I 
was reſtleſs til] I could come up to this Great City ' 
of London, to Preach the Everlaſting Goſpel among 
you, and you ſee I am among you here, pray every 
one of you turn Inwards let not theſe Words 
paſſing through a mean Veſlel be as a bare empty 
Diſcourſe of Truth to you, which you vnly hear, 
aad take no further care of your Salvation. Take 
heed of deſpiting the light that thines in che midit 
of you, and be prefling forward to the Heavenly 
work that is laid in the Power of Chrik Jeſus even 
through Judgment into Death; and then he will 
give Eternal Life; the Lord confirm this that it 
may re(t upon your Hearts that you may be dead 
ro the things of World : We are nt come to Mount | 
Sinai that gen-lers to bondage, but we ave come t0

Sacrifices that the Lord hath regard to: And as it 
was {aid of Old, when Manoah took a Kid acith a 
Meat-Offering, and offer-d it upou a Rock unto the Lvyd, 
an1 the Angel did wondroufly, and Manoah and his 
Wife looked on, for it came to paſs, when the flame went 
up t-ward Heaven from off the Altar, that the Angel 
of the L rd aſcended in the Flame of the Altar, and 
Aanoah and his Wife looked on and fell on their faces 
e9 the ground, and Manoah ſaid to his Wife we ſhall © 
ſarely die, becauſe we have ſeen God. But his Wife 
ſaid unto him, if the Lord were pleaſed to kill ws he 
would not have rec:ived a Burnt-Offering and a 'Meat- 
Offering at our bands, neither would he have ſhewed us © 
all theſe things, He would not have manifeſted (o 
great Love to us; ſurely a Remnant may ſay at this 
day, from a ſenſe of the great things that the Lord 
hach (hewn us, and of his bleſſed Power working 
in their hearts and inward parts a tenderdeſs and 
ſubjection to him, that we owe obedience to the 
Lord, and we believe that the Lord intends good 
co his People, in chit he will exalt his Name in us, 
and proſper his own work of Righteouſnels, that 
Righteoulne(s may be exalred, that many may come 
to behold the great things and cthE worthy things 
_ the Lord our God will bring to paſs in our 
ay. 

Theſe things have been forerold, for the encou- 
ragemeat and for the itrengethning of the Faich of 
thoſe whoſe Faces are Sion-ward, whole eyes are 
earned towards the Lord their Maker, who have 
talted in ſome mealure of the Power and of the 
Goodnels of the Lord our God, that they may con- 
tinue in the Faich, whereby their hearts may be 
drawn after the Lord, that thoſe who have been 
made partakers of che true and living Faith of the

World, and out of the corruptions of it, that they 
may be a living and a peculiar People and a choſen 
Generation, 10 ſhew forth the praiſe of him that hath 
called them out of Darkneſs into his marvellous Light. 
He hath called us, and choſen us for that very 
end that in our Lives and Converſations we might 
anſwer his Call of Grace, and the truth that we 
are made partakers of, and thereby thew forth 
his praiſe z and ſuch now have cauſe to bleſs the 
Lord, and praiſe his Holy Name for all his Mer- 
cies for preſerving of them, and helping them in 
their Way, and in their Spiritual Journey and Pro- 
gre(s that they are brought into. 

Therefore, dear Friends, be ye concerned, and 
be inward with the Lord, and attend upon him 
without diſtraction. that nothing may hurry, dif- 
compoſe, nor diftra&t your minds, or turn them 
abour from the Faith, truſt and Confidence 
you have in the Lord which he hath gathered his 
People into, that every one may be exerciſed in a 
Watchful ſtate, and in Lowlyneſs and Humility, 
and look unto, and depend upon the Lord for 
{trengeh. for help, and Power to enable us co ſtand 
againſt all the Wiles of Satan, that none may 
be led into any extream from the ſenſe of Truth, 
and from a feeling of that Power that doth pages 
cac 
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the Heart for God and f3x it upon him ; That none 
may be drawn out either into careleſneſs, neg- 
Jigence, ſlothfulneſs, or preſumprion on the one 
hand, or into diftidence, diſtruſttulneſs, or deſpair 
on the other , but that all may /ook unto Feſus 
who is the Author and finiſter of their Faith, that they 
may be ſenſ{ible of the benefirs of bis Death, on 
Earth and of his Interceſiion in Heaven, of the 
Effet and beneft of his Prayer unto the Father; 
that their Faith when they ſhall be tryed and 
tempted may not fail, that all may witneſs and 
partake of this that he told unto Pcrer, 1 have prated 
for thee, that thy Faith fail not, Satan hath deſired 
ro Winnow thee ( to toſs thee and blow thee about) but 
T have prayed for thee that thy Fatth may not fatl. 

So my Friends, and Friendly People let your 
Faith ſtand in that Power that hath gachered you, 
in that Arm of the Lord that he hath made bare, 
and ſtretched forth to bring a People ro himſelf; 
that every one may live by Faith, and have their 
dependance upon the Lord for ſtrength and for

That they may be prevalent with God for the Pre- 
ſervation of tTh=mſelves and others, and for rhe 
200d of all Nations, that they may awaken mary 
ro repent, and ſeek the Lord, whil: be may be found 
and call upon him while ve « near, that they inay be 


turned from the eyii oi cheir ways, and fron. the 
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many Provocations whereby the Inhabitants of the 
Earth have greatly incurred the Diſpleaſure of 
God; and that they may be ſenſible how ready the 
Lord is to turn away his wrath from them. 

This is the defire of the Hearts and Souls of a 
Remnant, on the behalf of many whom the Lord 
will yet viſit and reach unto and call out of the 
dark ways and by Paths of Sin and Corruption, 
that they may be brought into a Capacity to know 
the way of Trutl;, and Righteouſneſs and Peace.

puniſherh, yethe hath Reſerves of Mercy, for them 
if they will repent and turn from Sin, and humble 


- themſelves vnder the mighty hand of God, that he 


way in due time exalt them, and bring them from 
under the weight of their Iniquities, and the guilt 
of their tranſgrefſions that they may receive 
my for his Name's fake, and for his dear Son's 
ake. 

This is the Breathing, and the Travel of the

a ſecret longing and thiriting after the living God, | 
that deſire to know the things that belong to their | 
Peace; There are other Sheep of Chriſt which are not | 
of this Fold, them allo will he bring home, that they

may know where the Green Paſtures are, and be 
led by the {til} warers, and find relief and refreſh- 
ment from the Lord. | 

Therefore all thoſe that the Lord hath gathered, 
and pre(erved and kept ro this moment, and helped 
them, and ſupplied them, and continued his mer- 

cy to them thou!ld be thankful. and ſenſible of his 
loving kindneſs, that by an Invitible Power hath 
wen them comfore and refreſhment while they 
= been waiting on him ; let their minds and 
hearts be ſtill fixed upon the Lord, and ſraid on 
him, and he will preſerve them in quietnels and

Thus you ſee he preſſeth them to go on to Per- 
fection, that is the buſineſs of every one of you 
that believe in the Name of Jeſus that you keep 
walking on in the Holy way, We that are come 
to know this Holy way through the Riches of the 
Love and Grace of the Great God to us, it is our 
main buſineſs ro walk in this Holy way, they 
that know any thing of true Chriſtianity know 
this to be their great concern, to- walk in this 
Holy way that leads to Everlaſting Life z Chriſt 
is the Way, the Truth, and the Life z, and every one 
that comes into this way, and walketh in ir, they 
are going on towards Perfection. And they are 
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putting off the Old Man ; They feel in themſelves 
a Power at work that Crucifies the Old man with 
his Deeds, then they go on in the Name of the 
Lord.

Great is the Myſtery of Ged'ineſs, You that are, 
engaged in the Chriſtian Warfare, and that live 
the Chriſtian Life, 2nd are making War in righte- 
ouſnelſs againſt the Devi! the Enemy of your Sculs, : 
you know that Great is this Myſtery of Golltneſs, this 
Myſtery is opened among the Ciſcipies of Jeſus 
among the Holy Off-ſpring of God, rho are be- 
gotten again through the Word of Eternal! Life 3 who 
as the Holy Apoſtle ſaith, are berotten of his own 
Will through the Word of Truth, that they ſhouid be a 
kind of Firſt fruits of his Creatures, We to whom 
God hath Graciouſly manifeſted himſelf in the * 
Blefled Son of his Love, our Lord and Saviour 
Chriſt Jeſus, how ought we to walk as becomes

And therefore how ought every one that makes 
mention of the name of Great God,and of our Lord 
and Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, How ought every ſuch 
a one to be weighty and conſiderate, and Examine 
themſelves whether they are come to know Re-

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turned from the evil of their doings ; Some are!

# not only be Profeſſors of the bleſſed truth of God, 
| bur poſſeſſors of it, thar we may nor only be Pro-

| feffors but Poſſeſſors of life, whereby we may live 
to God, through Jeſus Chriſt, and perform our 
duty acceptably ro God. _ 

It isa bleſſed ro be found in that which gives ac- 
acceptance with God ; now there is no acceptance 
with God, bur as we are found in Chriſt Jeſus, in 


him thar was the promiſed Seed, whom God pro- 
miſed ſhould break the Serpents head; the Serpent 
beguiled Eve through ſubrilty ; Now God promi- 
ſed that the Seed of the Woman, that # Chrift Feſus 
ſh2uld break the Serpents head , It is through him thar 
Redemption and Salvation is known ; It is through 
Chriſt Jeſus the Mediator between God and Mari, 
that Man becomes reconciled ro God, and no other- 
' wiſe. He taſted Death for every man, and be died 
that he mignt deſtroy him that had the Power of Death, 
that is the Devil.

there is no Repentance in the Grave, nor no Re- 
demption out'of Hell. This 1s the day of your 
Viſitation, God hath prepared means whereby we 
may be accepred of him, confider of it, the gate 
ſtands open that leads to the Holy City, there is 
none can enter into God's Kingdom in their de- 
flements, their hearts muſt be purged, their 
minds purified, they muſt know the work of San- 
Qification, if they will enter into God's King- 
dom.
